For his authority, he quoted "a source no 
less than Webster's dictionary." 


The protestant suggested a dire fate for 


the person guilty of the error, but I am wil- 
ling to fly to the aid of a colleague. 


The literate fellow was, of course, cor- 


rect. The old versions of the familiar nnrs- 
ery rhyme employ the word "soul," not

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The Airport Survey 


The 
Outaganiie 
county board 
has 


voted unanimously to hire the firm of 
Leigh Fisher and Associates, San Francis- 
co, to conduct a survey on the county's air- 
port problems, with special attention to 
the question of whether the present airport 
should be further developed or whether the 
county should start over again at a new 
site. The survey will cost the county's tax- 
payers $7,000, and we are confident this 
will turn out to be one of the best invest- 
ments they.have ever made. 


The rapid growth of the Fox Cities area 


into the largest urban community in the 
state north of Milwaukee has made airport 
facilities and airline service a matter of 
prime importance here. Unfortunately — 
and we have never really understood why 
this should be so — the airport has been 
the cause of prolonged and sometimes 
bitter controversy. The county has spent 
millions of dollars on highways and bridges, 
it recently built a new mental hospital at 
a cost of almost $2 million, and spends 
considerable other sums in the fields of 
welfare, agriculture, veterans' aids and 
the like, all with relatively little controver- 
sy developing. Yet every time someone 
brings up the subject of the airport — in 
which we have invested only about $300,000 
in a decade and a half — the debate waxes 


hot, tempers flare and action often is post- 
poned. 


Thus it is very good news that the 


supervisors, without dissent, decided to face 
up to the problem of what to do now about 
the airport. The Fisher firm, which has 
done this kind of work not only throughout 
the United States but in several foreign 
countries, should be able to bring to bear 
on this problem the kind of unbiased, 
analytical thinking that we have needed for 
so long. Should we move the airport to a 
new site? Should we consider going to- 
gether with Winnebago county and build- 
ing an airport for the whole Fox Valley? 
How much investment in an airport is justi- 
fied for a community this size, and what 
facilities should that airport have? These 
are the kind of questions to which we 
need answers, and with which the consult- 
ants should be able to provide us. 


The members of the County Board from 


time to time have been the subject of se- 
vere criticism, including some in these 
columns, as the county has been going 
through the sometimes painful transition 
from a primarily rural to a primarily urban 
status. Yet once again they have shown that 
when a sensible proposition is presented to 
them in a sensible way, they will go along 
with what is right for the county's citizens 
both urban and rural. 


Political Views on Defense 


There is a big argument going on be- 


tween the administration and its opponents 
over the relative strength of the United 
States and of Russia. Some people are con- 
fused by the various claims being put 
forth. Recently, Sec. of Defense Thomas S. 
Gates. Jr., gave testimony indicating that 
America was in a relatively good position 
with respect to the Russians. President 
Eisenhower in a recent public statement 
declared the United States was the most 
powerful nation in the world. In spite of 
this, the Democrats keep hammering away 
with their claim that America is under- 
rating Soviet missile power and is trying 
to balance the budget by saving on neces- 
sary defense spending. 


It is impossible for any citizen to know 


exactly what is meant by the varying 
statements. However, this Democratic at- 
'ack on the defense position of the United 
States is an old, old story. It goes on with 
ivery election campaign but so far the 
:>eople have stood fast in support of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower and there is every indica- 
tion they still have confidence in his knowl- 
edge of defense needs.

no doubt, are ahead in some areas and the 
United States ahead in others. It is impossi- 
ble for anyone, including the leaders in 
either party, to know specifically which na- 
tion is the stronger. We^eriously doubt that 
President Eisenhower or Premier Khrush- 
chev knows. 


No one ever will know until the bombs 


are fired and the final decision is rendered. 
But since the two nations apparently are so 
close that neither can be sure which is 
ahead in all likelihood there will be no 
shooting. Thus it is that we are now prob- 
ably in as safe a place as we could manage. 
It would be better of course if we could out- 
strip the Russians decisively but that is un- 
likely in this day and age. It is perhaps a 
good thing to have the Democratic critics 
keeping the administration on its toes and 
driving ahead as rapidly as possible. But 
there is no indication and no claim on the 
part of the Democrats that they know what 
to do better than what now is being done 
by the Republican administration. 


The best scientists available in America 


are .engaged in our defense "program. In 
such a vast undertaking it is only natural 
that there should be differences of opinion 
among the scientists as well as among the 
military men and certainly and always 
among the politicians. A good deal of the 
talk results from the conditions we have 
suggested. Much of it is political and much 
of that can be detected by the careful read- 
er. Thus the people will have greater peace 
of mind if they read statements by politi- 
cians carefully, noting that they may have 
political purposes rather than defense pur- 
poses in mind.

der wrapped in tinfoil. 


Edison was trying to find a method of recording tele- 


graph messages. Instead, he wound up inventing the phono- 
graph and Inadvertently producing the world's first chil- 
dren's record. 


The phonograph became a runaway success, survived 


competition' by radio, the 
movies and television, and 
remains to this day the 
backbone of a billion dollar 
Industry. 
Children's records were not 


quite as successful. Tor de- 
cades only the major com- 
panies turned them out, main- 
ly for the prestige of boasting 
of a complete catalogue.

Few non-professionals rec- 


ognize the importance of the 
spurt of stock splits to the 
market's general appearance, 
fewer see the splits as part of 
a financial pattern. 


Suggests Campaign 


Yet, to some of Wall street's 


most informed experts, the 
rash of stock splitting today 
suggests a carefully "sponsor- 
ed" campaign to make the 
market appear less 
high 


priced, therefore less vulner- 
able. 


There is persuasive evi- 


dence that splitting is being 
discreetly encouraged by in- 
fluential financial authorities 
who have become increasing- 
ly fearful that the wide pub- 
licity given to the high level 
of stock prices may scare 
away new l i t t l e investors, 
slow down the expansion of 
stock ownership. 


In the absence of a selling 


onslaught which would slash 
stock prices the unpleasant 
way, how can a corporation 
bring down the price of its 
outstanding shares? 


Dividends Boosted 


It can do this by splitting 


the stock—dividing one share 
into two or three or four 
shares that when added to- 
gether equal the price of the 
original one share.

One of the most famous of 


this country's stock splits— 
that of American Telephone 
and Telegraph last year 
dramatically illustrates the 
simultaneous splitting of a 
s t o c k 
and raising of the 


stock's dividend. (In Wall 
street jargon, this is known 
as "cutting a melon.*'} 


' Popularity Rising 


On Dec. 17, 1958, Telephone 


announced that it would for 
the first time in its history 
split its stock: the ratio was 
three for one. At the same 
time, it announced it'would 
pay an annual dividend ;of 
$3.30 on each of the new split 
shares against $9 on the one 
old share. That evening, the 
stock closed at $223—a de- 
cidedly high price for a "wid- 
ow's and orphan's" favorite 
investment. 


Last week Telephone's split 


shares traded in the $80-$85 
range — still high but surely 
more within a small investor's 
range. 


The rising popularity 
of 


stock splitting is unmistak- 
able. In January alone, share- 
holders approved splits in the 
stock of Westinghouse Elec- 
tric corporation, Coca-Cola, 
Firestone Tire, Ampex cor- 
poration, etc. 


In 1959 stock splits on the 


New York Stock Exchange in 
a ratio of two-for - one or bet- 
ter rose to 94, the highest to- 
tal ever recorded in a calen- 
dar year, a jump of 683 per 
cent over 1958's low. 


Pleasant Price Slashing 
The rising popularity is en- 


t i r e 1 y understandable, for 
stock splits bring down high- 
priced issues into the price 
ranges most investors prefer. 
They increase the supply of 
s h a r e s outstanding. They 
stimulate new buying of the 
stock, thereby broaden a com- 
pany's ownership. They make 
outstanding o w n e r s happy 
and, even though stock splits 
have been shrugged off as 
only "two hatchecks in place 
of one," most investors like 
the two hatchecks. They us- 
ually reflect a corporation's 
optimistic view of its future, 
frequently underlined by the 
hike in its dividend payment. 


Historically, m o r e o v e r , 


many stock splits have had 
fabulous records. If you had 
bought 100 shares of General 
Motors in early 1950, for in- 
s t a n c e , your original 100 
shares would now be 11,250 
shares and their value would 
have soared from $24,500 to 
over a half - million dollars! 


A sudden business slide or 


stock market crash 
would 


halt the movement, but, bar- 
ring these, 1960 already is 
shaping up as a banner year 
for stock splits.

Base Pay Increases $250, 
Principals'$739 to $1,150 


An^ncrease in the teachers' 


salary schedule of $250 a year 
and hikes for administrators 
ranging from $739 to $1,150 for 
the next year were approved 
by the board of education 
Wednesday night. 


Part of the administrators' 


increase actually was approv- 
ed last year. 


Under the new scale, teach- 


ers' pay will range from $4,350 
for «ingle bpginner*: with a BA 
degree to $7,650 for teachers 
with an MA degree wfoo are 
heads of families, department 
heads or coordinators and 
have 16 years experience. 


Administrators will receive 


120 to 150 per cent of the sal- 
ary of a teacher with equiva- 
lent years of service and an 
equivalent college degree. The 
$400 head of family allowance 
is not included in the computa- 
tion. 


Last year, the board set up 


a schedule which gave admin- 
istrators 115 to 145 per cent of 
the teachers' salaries. It lim- 
ited the first year increase to 
$500, however, so the adminis- 
trators would have rceived $60 
to $497 raises in 1960 even if 
the board had not acted last 
night. 


Up to $1,150 Raise 


Wednesday's change in per- 


centages will give the admin- 
istrators 
an additional ' in- 


crease of $553 to $715, bringing 
the range of total increases 
for next year to $739 to $1,150. 


An elementary principal will 


get 120 per cent of the equiv- 
alent teacher's salary, with 
this percentage gradually in- 
creasing with his experience 
as an administrator until, 
after 10 years, the maximum 
of 125 per cent is reached. 


Junior high principals will 


get from 130 to 135 per cent 
and the high school principal
